Claus Spreckels’s Speculations in 
the Hawaiian Sugar Crop. 


A Forty Years’ Sentence—Discoveries of Chi-

San Francisco, Oct. 26.—Inspectors 
Skelton and Hanscom started for Boston 
this afternoon with the forger Deweys, 
alias Halpert. 

Respecting the seizure reported yes- 
terday of four thousand Chinese un. 
stamped letters, brought over on the 
steamer Tokio, further investigation to- 
day by the postal authorities goes to 
show the number of letters sent from 
here to China through the mails has 
been largely on the decrease. The as- 
sumption is that a similar system of 
fraud is practiced by Chinese with let- 
ters on outgoing steamers, as on incom- 
ing. It is estimated the Government 
loses about two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars on every Chinese mail from this 
port. The Bulletin this evening pub- 
lishes ‘a tabulated statement, showing 
the increase in the number of Chinese 
arriving, provided with Chinese Gov- 
ernment ‘‘traders’’ certificates, entitling 
them to land in the United States. The 
steamer of June 17 last brought the 
first lot. There were only three. The 
next brought thirty-nine, and so on, in- 


creasing up toa hundred and eleven on 
the last. 


A HEAVY SENTENCE. 

San Francisco, October 26.—Charles 
Joselyn, an accomplice of Jack Kylie, 
already sentenced to fifty years’ impris- 
onment, for outrage on Mrs. Morgan, 
on Angust 9th, was to-day sentenced by 
J udge Toohy to forty years impnison- 
ment in San Quentin prison. 

CLAUS SPRECKELS’S SPECULATION. 
San Francisco, Oct. 26.—A statement 
is made by a gentleman recently from 
the Sandwich Islands that Claus Spreck- 
els, proprietor of the California Sugar 
Refinery, contracted to purchase the 
entire sugar crops of the Islands with 
the condition that it be shipped only on 
his vessels. This precludes vessels car- 
rying general merchandise cargoes to 
the Islands from getting return cargoes 
to this port. 


"INDIAN BUREAU. 


Needs of the Poor Indian. 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The following | 
occurs in the annual report of Indian 
Commissioner Price: ‘‘Among the things 
needed to secure success and efficiency 
in solving the Indian. problem are, 
first: appropriations to survey out the 
boundaries of Indian Reservations, so 
that both Indians and white men may 
know where they have rights and where 
they have none. Second: A law for the 


punishment of persons who furnish 
arms or ammunitionto Indians. Third: 
More liberal appropriation for Indian 
police. Fourth: An appropriation suf- 
ficient.to defiay the expense of detect- 
ing and prosecuting persons who fur- 
nish intoxicating liquors to Indians.’’ 
Agents who large agencies desire 
to place all their Indians as speedily as 
possible under a sort of educational in- 
fluence. The good results attendant 
upon the maintenance of training 
schools at Carlisle, Hampton and For- 
est Grove are very manifest, and Con- 
gress is urged to increase the appropri- 
ations for these schools. ‘The Commis- 
sioner again calls attention to the need 
of schools for Indians in Alaska.

KIDNAPPING 


A Centincla Farmer Tied Hand ana 
Foot and Carried Off.

His rifle 
was not loaded and they whipped up their 
horses and were soon out of range, going 
back to the races. Noexplanation was 
given, but his neighbor, an Englishman, 
who was the leader in the outrage, has 
avoided him ever since. Mr. Carson isa 
reputable eitizen and has not an enemy, 
so far as he knows. He will make every 
effort to find out the cause of the kidnap- 


ping, and, as he knows all who did him

Gathering Corn in Virginia. 

Ovl, Avery in Augusta Chronicle. 

Coming through Virginia I was 1n- 
terested in the method of harvesting 
the corn crop. The corn is not gathered 
like with us, from the stalks when fully 
ripe, after the fodder is picked off and 
The corn 


stalks, with the ears on, ure cut and 


stacked before ripe. The frost comes 


~so early that the fodder cannot be 


gathered and cured.” The corn 1s cut 
at an earlier stage of maturity than 
with us, and does not ‘make as good 
meal when ground up, lacking the 
hardness of our corn. The stalk must 
be cut at a stage when the juices are 
rot dried. The stalks; fodder and cars 
are all, therefore, harvested together 
before ripe. The stalks are cut into 
small pieces and fed to the stock. This 


method makes more forage, but a less 


perfect grain.

near the head of an arroyo, said: ‘Do 
you see those irregular little mounds of 
earth over there?’’ The reporter looked in 
the direction indicated and observed a 
number of singular heaps of earth, which, 
however, would not have been noticed by 
any casual passer by, so completely cover- 
ed were they with dried weeds and herbage 
of other descriptions. ‘‘Those mounds,”’ 
said our informant, ‘‘cover the remains of 


one of the most shameful and brutal mob 
outbreaks which ever disgraced the early 
days of Los Angeles. Most old resi- 
dents of Southern ‘California will remem- 


| ber the circumstances well, and I myself, 


being present at the time, will never for- 
get the scenes which took place on that 
dreadful day. 

It was just twelve years ago yesterday, 
or October 23d, 1871, that the Chinese 
massacre took place in this city, and for a 
time it did seem as if the mob’s desire for 
blood could never be satisfied. The dif- 
ficulty arose from a quarrel between two 
Chinamen in Nigger Alley, which was 
then, as it is now,the headquarters for the 
Chinese people of this city. The men 
both claimed a moon-eyed beauty, lately 
imported from the Celestial Empire, and 
from angry words tho two finally came to 


blows. The disorder naturally called the 
police ofticers to the scene, and 
after much _ parleying and an 
attempted arrest, the higbinders 


finally fired at the officers, wounding both 
seriously. The motley Mexican, Ameri- 
can and European population had for a 
long: time cherished the worst feelings 
towards the encroaching Mongolians, and 
this act was quite enough to arouse their 
passion. In afew minutes a large crowd 
gathered on the streets and in the wildest 
rage rushed upon Chinatown. Their first 
victim was an elderly, inoffensive China- 
man, whom they seized and dragged 
headlong through the streets, beating and 
abusing him at every step, until they 
reached the corner of Temple and New 
‘High streets. where a rope was hastily put 
around his neckand he was summarily 
hauled up. The rope broke and the un- 
fortunate wretch, innocent of any 
wrong, again asked for mercy from 
his cruel tormentors. This was denied 
with jeers, and he was again hung up; 
this time successfully. The rabble again 
rushed upon the Mongolian stronghold, 
and for hours dragged out such Chinese 
as fell into their hands to be tormented 
and killed. When the entrance at the 
doors was barred they beat in the roofs 
and set fire to the interior of the dwell- 
ings, thus forcing the occupants out. 
They utilized all the posts and sheds in 
the vicinity to hang their victims upon, 
and spared neither old nor young in their 
awful thirst for blood. The mob even 
contained women and young boys,who as- 
sisted in the massacre with a zest as if in- 
spired by the evilone. While some were 
content with killing, others plundered the 
hovels of the Chinese, and the cries of 
the victims, smitten on every hand, 
seemed only to lead the mob to greater 
barbarities. For several hours the bloody 
work went on, and at evening there were 
eighteen corpses lying about the streets. 
Several participants in the black work of 
that day are still residents of Los Angeles, 
and one is a well-known business man a 
few miles from this city. What their 
feelings now may be I have, of course, no 
means of knowing, but if they have any 
consciences the scenes of that bloody mas- 
sacre must constantly haunt them. The 
bodies of the victims were a day or two 
afterwards brought up here and hastily 
interred in shallow graves. Some of the 
bones were a few months later disinterred 
by the Chinese and shipped to China, but 
a majority must still remain here.’ This 
closed a narative which many of our 
readers may have heard before. Some of 
the particulars are new and the recital of 
the facts will show that a little over a de- 
cade has made a vast change in the char- 
acter of the population of our city, cos- 
mopolitan as a it yet is. 

A Water Oulbreak. 

About three o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
while workmen were making the connec- 
tion of the Franklin street main with the 
new fire hydrant, through a defective gate 
the wattr escaped in large quantities, 


causing a miniature flood. This unprece- 
dented flow continued until about eight 
o’clock, when it was turned off. In parts 
of the city water was turned on about ten 
o’clock, but other parts were deprived of 
it till midnight. As there are seven new 
hydrants to be put in, the water will be 
turned off in certain portions of the city 
daily. The Water Company will do all 
it can to make the annoyance as light as 
possible, but it would be well to notify 
the public when certain localities are to 
be turned off.

Poor tor Winemaking, and Many 
Vineyardists Ruined. 

Experienced -wine-makers think the 
grapes of Los Angeles will be of a very 
poor wine-making quality this year, and 
that consequently wine-making will not 
be a great success. According to good 
authority the grapes of Sonoma county 


this year have 26 per cent. of 
saccharine matter, while Los Angeles 
grapes have only about 20 per 
cent. The difference, he says, is 


caused by excessive irrigation in Los 
Angeles county, not only causing 4 loss in 
Saccharine substance, but robbing the 
roots of the vines. He claims that he can 
go through some vineyards in Los Angeles 
and pick half of the yines out of the 
ground, owing to the rotting of the roots, 
by jthe flooding from the zanja, that 
when there is so much water used the 
grapes have too little color for: red wine, 
and are too light im sugar for sweet wine; 
that vignerons are rendering their vine- 
yards useless and that soon half the vines 
of the county will be ruined. 


Gross Carelessnuess. 

Nick Covarrubias yesterday afternoon 
met with an accident that might have 
proved fatal. While standing in front of 
his stable, on First street, a careless work- 


man dropped a lot of blocks -down on his 
head, stunning him to the ground. He 
was carried into the office, where a prompt 
application of water revived him, and he 
was soon attending to duty again. Work- 
men on high scaffolds cannot be too care- 
ful in throwing blocks to the ground, and 
there will yet be a sérious accident if the 
carelessness continues. 
Overdose of Opium. 

The San Bernardino Index of October 
25th reports the death of Daniel Taft, on 
the morning of that day, from an over- 
dose of opium. At the coroner’s inquest, 


held shortly after the accident happened, 
/the fact was divulged thatthe deceased 
was drunk the eyening before, and went 
into a store and bought a lump of crude 
opium, of which he took a large portion 
to cure the rheumatism in his shoulder. 
The dose proved sufficient to kill him, and 
the jury found a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts,

‘Sales Reported—A Light Crop—Tne 
Industry Still Remunerative. 
Orange growers throughout the} county 
report that the crop this year will be 
much smaller than that of last. The trees 
were in most cases far too heavily laden, 


Pe- 


sequence. ‘The fruit is, however, much 
better in quality and prices, will be far 
more satisfactory. Mr. Sresovich, the 
well-known commission déaler of San 
Francisco, has been buying oranges 


on the trees for the past week or two, and 
is reported to have bought the entire crop 
of Andres Briswalter and other smaller 
growers. He offered W. H. Workman, of 
Boyle Heights, $2000 for his entire crop, 
but it is not yet known whether the offer 
has been accepted. Some of the growers 
on Lemon street, south of Alameda,-have 
sold the crops on their small places for 
the following prices, which will give an 
idea of what is being ottered: A. Kercheval, 
the product of between four and five 
acres, $900. Mr. Vose, about two acres, 
$275. Henry Preston, between three and 
four acres, $700. C. H. Workman, (an 
old orchard) two acres, $475. In all cases 
the buyer picks, packs and ships the fruit, 
and the grower is only at the expense of 
taking care of his trees. It will thus be 
seen that orange growing has not ceased 
to pay, and there is hardly any kind of 
fruit which makes such profitable returns 
with so little trouble, 


Sale of the Gird Bancb. 
Mr. J. E. Durkee, a heavy freighter of 
Tombstone, A. T., yesterday bought the 


property known as the Gird ranch, com- 
prising three hundred and_ twenty 
acres of land situated -between this city 
and Santa Monica.
